Aid for Greece, 
Turkey Gets 
First Approval 


WASHINGTON, April 16 (7?) 
—The House Foreign Affairs 
committee approved today the ad- 
| ministration’s $400,000,000 Greek- 
| Turkish aid measure. 

Chairman Eaton (R-N J) said 
the vote was 12 members for the 
measure with three voting pres- 
ent. Ten were absent. 

As finally approved by the 
House committee, the measure 
contains few major differences 
from that now under debate in 
the Senate. 

Missing from the House bill is 
the Conally-Vandenberg preamble 
terming the measure consistent 
with the principles of the United 
Nations charter. 

Lashing back with “lie” at Hen- 
ry A. Wallace’s criticisms abroad, 
the administration picked up sup- 
port for President Truman's pro- 
gram aimed at shutting the door 
on Communism in Greece and Tur- 
key. 

While Wallace went unnamed in 
the blistering denunciation Attor- 
ney General To mClark fired at 
“the cheap, blundering assault 
now being made by some upon the 
bi-partisan foreign policy of our 
nation,”’ the reference was obvi- 
ous. 
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Committee To 
Hear Charges 


SACRAMENTO, April 16 (/P) 
—-An investigation of Appellate 
Judge William C. Doran's charges 
against Speaker Sam L. Collins 
was still the officially declared 
will of the assembly today but the 
inquiry will be conducted by an 
augmented governmental efficien- 
cy committee—supplemented by 
five specially appointed members. 

This was voted by the house 
34 to 30 to end a parliamentary 
wrangle which had the chamber 
in confusion for more than an 
hour late yesterday. 

The investigation proposal sur- 
vived a tongue ldshing given by 
Assemblyman Alfred Robertson 
(D) Santa Barbara, who declared 
there were no crimes, misdemean-~ 
ors or moral torpitude contained 
in the charges made by the Los 
Angeles jurist in his letter to As- 
semblyman C. Don Field. 

In a letter Judge Doran declar- 
ed Collins, Fullerton Republican, 
had attempted personally and by 
sponsoring legislation to halt 
raids by state parole officers on 
gambling joints in Santa Ana and 
Long Beach. 

Robertson termed the letter 
“silly” and declared himself in 
favor of “forgetting the entire 
matter.” 

The senate, meanwhile, voted to 
repeal the 36 year old full train 
crew law after amending it to 
give the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion jurisdiction over operational 
safety.

Doctors, nurses, police and fire- 
men from Galveston, Houston and 
other nearby cities were rushed 
here. 

The chain of explosions began 
on the Grand Camp, a French ship 
loaded with nitrate.

Bombshell” ‘Breaks Records, Men Men 
Greeted by Enthusiastic Crowd 


NEW YORK, April 16 ()— 
Airport crowds broke through po- 
lice lines early today to welcome 


with kisses and congratulations, 
three men whose trip around the 
world was the quickest ever made. 


Milton Reynolds, Chicago pen 
manufacturer; his pilot, William 
Odom, ‘and his flight engineer, T. 
Carroll Sallee, brought their con- 
verted A-26 bomber—the ‘“Bomb- 
shell”—over La Guardia field at 
12:06.30 a.m. (EST), (9:06:30 p. 
m. PST Tuesday) just 78 hours 
and 55 minutes after their take- 
off last Saturday. Their unoffi- 
cial record cut 12 hours and 19 
minutes from the previous unoffi- 
cial record. 


Reynolds admitted the trip was 
tiring, sometimes dangerous, and 
“I would not make the trip agaih 
for $100,000,000.”" But he added 
jubilantly to reporters: 

“We made the fastest crossing 
of the Atlantic ever made, in five 
hours and 17 minutes; we also 
made a record trip to Paris and 
Gander (Newfoundland) and may- 
be some other records.” 

The previous unofficial round- 
the-world flight record, 91 hours’ 
and 14 minutes, was set in 1938 
by Howard Hughes, who wired 
Reynolds, “My heartiest congrat- 
ulations for your excellent per- 
formance.” Hughes and his four 
crew members had taken their

WHEREAS, public ¢ education is one of the most vital 
functions of a democratic government and has iaken on 
an even greater importance during these troublous times 
in national and international life. and 

WHEREAS, the acute shortage of teachers—particu- 
larly in the elementary field—threatens to deny many boys 


and girls with an adequate education unless more teach- 


ers are available, and 

WHEREAS. the high birthrate of the war years has 
given California more than a million children under six 
years of age, and 

WHEREAS, it is estimated that (with retirement and 
other normal departures from the teaching service in Cal- 
ifornia being considered) there must be found 40,000 new 
teachers to staff the elementary schools of the State with- 
in the next eight years, and 

WHEREAS, the profession of teaching offers one of the 
greatest opportunities for service in American life, and 

WHEREAS, California, by vote of the people and action 
by the State Legislature over the years, has provided gen- 
erous support for public education, a high minimum salary 
for teachers and other material advantages not available 
in most of the other States,
